Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 ,2 and 5-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
has reviewed the prior art in light of applicant's claimed invention and finds that the 
claims define over the prior art. The cited prior art does not disclose or suggest the 
combined limitation of a process to form a multi-chip semiconductor module inter alia 

the limitations " applying a first anisotropic adhesive on the tape and using a first C4 

process; (b) applying an adhesive an upper surface of the chips folding the tape and 
attaching the folded tape to the upper surface of the chip; (c) forming a plurality of ball 
terminals on a lower surface of the tape, the ball terminals being electrically 
connected to the connection terminals of the tape; (d) manufacturing a plurality of 
individual chip scale packages by repeating the steps (a) to (c); (e) laminating the 
individual chip scale packages, wherein the ball terminals of an upper individual chip 
scale package is electrically connected to the circuit on an outer surface of the tape 
which covers lower individual chip scale package".
